Walter N. Bordwell yesterday after- 
noon cleverly avoided handing down 
a decision in the case of opinionated 
jurors in the trial of James B. McNa- 
mara by calling talesmen under chal- 
lenge to the stand for further exam- 
ination.

ed was not sufficient for disqualifi- 
cation, provided the state of mind of 
the prospective juror was such that 
he could lay aside this opinion and ba 
governed by the evidence in the case. 
That Judge Bordwell was not pre- 


pared to decide the important point 
became evident late in the afternoon, 
when he called Otto 
A. Jessen, a 


landscape gardener, to the stand. Jes- 
sen had been challenged by the de- 
fense when he said he entertained 
a strong bias and prejudice against 
labor unions, and that he had a fix- 
ed opinion as to the cause of the 
Times explosion. 


Under the skillful questioning of

gives an average, year In and year out, of 
thirty-four "bushels." Looks as If that ought 
to, convince almost anyone, doesn't It? 


Not long agro the Rock Island railway 


and the state agricultural college at Man- 
hattan sent out a lecture train of eight, cars 
to -carry to the farmers of Kansas this mes- 
sage: 
The state has long been at or near 


the top in quantity of wheat, but it has, at 
the same time, remained thirty-second in 
acre yield. .^Something clearly was wrong. 
It must be In the methods the farmers used. 
Think of Kansas with an average of only 
thirteen and one-half bushels of wheat to 
the acre and Maine with twenty-five bush- 
el's! New York with eighteen. 
Have those 


states soil or climate any better than-Kan- 
sas? Certainly not. 


Just to prove that proper cultivation will 


give results that satisfy, the college lectur- 
ers described these eleven tests, carried on 


at the college farm In 1910 and 1911; the 
wheat grown was shown in the exhibit car. 
Exactly 25,141 persons passed through that 
car at the eighty-five towns visited by the 
wheat special. 
The lectures lasted flfty 


minutes. Here are the tests. They prove 
what "bnok farming" will do: 


The time'and method of seed-bed prepa- 


ration -for wheat very materially influence 
the yield, especially in a season like that 
through which Kansas has Just passed, which 
put Manhattan for this year in the dry belt. 
In the experiments recently ended at the 
college farm eleven methods of prepara- 
tion were put to test. The report contained 
In bulletin No. 176, written by W. M. Jar- 
dine, professor of agronomy, shows some 
mighty interesting results. 
They are best 


told in paragraphs. The net returns In these 
paragraphs are the difference between the 
selling price of the wheat and the cost of 
preparing the land and seeding. 


Land disked, but not plowed, produced 


four and a quarter bushels of wheat an acre. 
The crop, when sold, returned $1.47 per acre 
net. 


Land plowed three Inches deep (too shal- 


low) 
Sept. 1-5 (too late for best results) 


gave a yield of fourteen and a half bushels, 
a net return of SS.52 per acre. 


Land plowed a 
proper 
depth, seven , 


Inches, Sept. 15 (too late) produced fifteen 
and three-fourths bushels per acre, and gs--~& 
a. return of $9.08 per acre. 


Land double disked July 15, to stop the 


waste of moisture, plowed seven Inches deep 
Sept. 15 (too late for the best results, evea 
when land has been previously disked), pro- 
duced twenty-three and a half bushels per 
acre, showing a net return of $14.50 per 
acre. 


Land plowed .' ug. 15, seven Inches deep, 


not worked until Sept. 15, showed a yield of 
twenty-three 
and two-thirds bushels per 


acre, and gave $15.34 an acre net. 


Land double disked July 15, to save mois- 


ture, plowed Aug. 15, seven Inches deep, pro- 
duced thirty-four and two-thirds bushels 
per acre, and gave a return of $21.44 after 
deducting- cost of preparation. 


Land plowed July 15, three inches deep 


(plowed at the right time,' but too shallow 
for the best results), produced thirty-three 
and one-half bushels per acre, and showed 
a return of $22.32 an acre after paying ex- 
penses. 


Land listed July 15, five Incl.es deep, 


ridges split Aug. 15, gave a r~turu of, thirty- 
fo— and one-third bushels per acre, and a 
money return of $23.73 net. 


Land listed July 15. five inches deep, 


worked down level at once, to avoid waste of 
moisture, gave thirty-five bushels p°~ acre. 


from which there was left $24.35 after pay- 
ing cost of preparation. 


Land plowed July IE (tha right time), 


seven Inches deep (the right depth), gave 
a yield of thirty-eight and one-third bushels 
per acre, the highest yield in. the experiment. 
After paying for the cost of preparation 
there was left ?25.74 per acre, the largest 
net return of any method under trial. 
Farm readers will desire to know how 


much the college paid for labor. Here Is a 
little table showing the basis for that 
charge:

|1.25 per acre for shallow plowing. 


1.75 per acre for deep plowing. 
.75 per acre for listing. 
.40 per acre for disking. 
.35 per acre for Acme harrowing. 
.25 per acre for harrowing. 
.40 per acre for seeding. 


The cost of preparation, therefore, In- 


cludes all expenses Involved in preparing the 
ground and in seeding the wheat. The value 
of the crop -was figured at 80 cents per 
bushel. 


The plots were double disked July 15. 


One of these was plowed Aug. 15 and the 
other Sept. 15. Tha plot plowed Aug. 15 
produced 32.68 bushels per acre. The plot 
plowed Sept. 15, 23.57 bushels per acre. This 
is a difference of nearly nine bushels Jn 
favor of the earlier date of plowing. 
- 


: 
Compare the plots that were disked early 


with the plots that were plowed the same 
date, but not disked, and you see that for 
the August plowing the early disked plot 
gave an increased yield of 4.94 bushels and 
for the September plowing an 
increased 


yield of 7.78 bushels. What greater evidence 


• Is needed of the benefits resulting from early 
disking? 


"While disking is the desirable method of 


preparing- the seed bed when used in con- 
nection with plowing, the method of prepar- 
ing the seed bed by disking alone cannot be 
recommended when wheat follows small 
grain. In this trial upon the plot where the 
seed bed was prepared by disking just be- 
fore plowing,' only 4.29 bushels of wheat were 
produced. This Is not a sufficient yield to 
pay the cost of production. With a season 
less dry and on a looser soil, this method 
might produce larger yields, but upon the 
majority of soils it cannot be expected to 
equal plowing or other good methods of 
preparation. 


Ground was plr-red July 15, Aug. 15 and 


Sept. 15. Two plots were plowed in July, 
one seven Inches deep and the other three 
inches deep. After plowing both plots were 
worked alike. Three plots were plowed In 
August, all seven Inches deep. One plot had 
been disked in July, and of the other two 
one was

throughout the summer and the other left 
without working until Sept. 15, wheu It was 
worked In the same manner as the Septem- 
ber plowed lots. Three plots were plowed 
Sept 15. Of these, one -vas disked early, 
the other two had been uncultivated pre- 
viously to plowing and were plowed deep 
and shallow, respectively. 
After plowing 


all three plots were v —!<-or) ill: 3. 


Of these methods the early, deep--'-—••» 


plot gf.ve the largest yield. 38.36 bushels per 
acre. The next largest yield was from the 
shallow plowing of the same date. 
Thla 


plot made a yield of 33.46 bushels per acre. 
Of the plots plowed in August, the plot 
disked July 15 made a yield of 32.68 bushels 
per acre, as compared with 27.74 bushels for 
the plot not disked. 


Comparing the other two plots plowed 


at this date, it will be seen that the plot 
which was worked tnade a yield of 27.74 
bushels per acre, as compared v/l.h 23.62 
bushels per acre - for the plot not worked. 
This Increase in yield, amounting to more 
than four bushels, was obtained at an addi- 
tional cost of 35 cents. Of the three plots 
plor-ed in September, the largest yield was 
from the plot disked July 15. This plot 
gave 33.57 bushels per acre. The plot plowed 
deep at this date made 15.79 bvshels per 
acre, and the plot plowed shallow made 14.46 
bushels per acre. 


RABIES VERSUS 
MADSTONES

T>4.BIES or hydrophobia Is a very serious 
-"- disease and can only be transmitted 
from individual to Individual by direct con- 
tact. As Is well known, the saliva of ani- 
mals suffering from this disease contains 
the virus and when this material Is inocu- < 
lated into a wour^d such as a bite or scratch, 
the result In _80 per cent of the cases Is 
'xabies. There are many animals subject to 
this disease, man himself not being exempt. 
In times past, and even in the present time, 
there are many Individuals who believe that 
hydrophobia or rabies can be cured by the 
application to the wound of a so-called mad- 
stone. 
The madstones, like the charms of 


the savages, the turn-turn of barbarians and 
the sack of asafetida of our good old grand- 
mothers, are relics of barbarism. 
It has 


always been Imagined by the'human race 
that certain diseases could be charmed away 
•or driven away by the use of grotesque or 
mysterious fetishes 
The so-called mad- 


stone Is nothing more 9r less than a ball of 
hair closely matted together and cemented 
•with calcarous substances. 
The wild rum- 


inants, such as oeer and buffalo, in licking 
themselves in the spring when the hair is 
shedding, swallow 'large quantities of the 
same and the stomach, being unable to 
handle this material, rolls it up and coats it 
over with a limy deposit which is left in 
the stomach. Upon the death of the animal 
this ball is left 'in the forest or upon the 
prairie after the disintegration of the body. 
These balls are found, therefore, in such 
places and have had attributed to them the 
power of curij^j hydrophobia or rabies. They 
ar,e more or les porous, and when applied 
to a moist surface will appear to adhere and 
absorb liquid much like a new clay pipe. 
So far as there being any virtue In their 
particular attraction for rabies virus, It is 
only imaginary. 


Not all cases whore wounds are caused 


by mad animals result in hydrophobia, and 
when a madstone is applied to all wounds 
indiscriminately, 
naturally a 
considerable 


percentage will result in no further trouble 
and the madstone will be credited -with hav- 
ing accomplished a wonderful cure. 


Where the bites of a rabid animal are 


upon the face -or neck, 80 per cent will ter- 
minate in a fatal -ase of hydrophobia and 
the application of a madstone will have no 
effect. 


There is a remedy or 
prevention 
for 


rabies and since the establishment of the 
Pasteur institutes the fatal cases where the 
bites have been upon the face and neck Is 
4 of 1 per cent, where heretofore it was 80 
per cent. 
This is a remarkable showing 


and demonstrates absolutely the effective- 
ness of the Pasteur treatment 
Unfortu- 


nately the Pasteur treatment is of such a 
nature that the .'atient must be sent to a 
hospital where this is done. It is not pos- 
sible to treat a patient under local condition. 
There are not n-any of these Institutes in 
the United States at the present time, but 
since the time elapsing between the bite of 
the rabid animal and the appearance of the 
disease is from several days 
to 
several 


weeks there is ample opportunity for the 
patient to be taken to an Institute of this 
kind, even 1 - Oli it is several hundred miles 


j away. 
The local p'-ysician knows the loca- 


tion of these institutes and he will send the 
patient to the nearest one. The treatment 
will require about twenty days, and at the 
end of that time the patient stands only .4 
of 1 v>er >-^nt of a chance for contracting 
the disease. In r-ther words, 99.6 per cent of 
the cases clo not result in hydrophobia. 


When an individual has been bitten by 


un animal known to be rabid there should be 
no delay in starting for a Pasteur Institute. 
Should the Individual be bitten by ar. ani- 
mal not known to be rnbid thers Is ample 
time for determining whether the offending 
animal really was suffering with hydropho- 
bia. 
This diagnosis can be accomplished 'by 


sending tl - he-fl of the suspected animal to 
the nearest bacteriological laboratory, where 
a microscopical examination can be made 
of the brain tissue and the 
presence of 


rabies determined. 
The human family Is 


fearful of rabies and any strange-acting "ani- 
mal is supposed to be infected with hydro- 
phobia. Rabies is a definite disease and in 
the hand of an expert there is no difficulty in 
determining its identity. The powers attrib- 
uted to the madstone are undoubtedly en- 
hanced by the observations of those seeing 
them ut,cd upon individuals bUten by non- 
rfibid animals. 
Madstones are absolutely 


worthless ir the presence of rabies and the 
only trcatmei _ to be relied upon is the so- 
called PtiKto- 
t. -taient. 


HARD MILKERS 


/"OFTENTIMES dairy herds contain what 
^-^ are commonly known as hard milkers, and 
if the average milker has to contend with a 
number of hard milking cows in his row of 
milkers, and is on the point of leaving, he 
will cast his thouglus upon these har" milk- 
ers which will help him to decide the matter 
more readily. 


If a hard milking cow can be made an 


easy milker by a small investment and ex- 
ceedingly little trouble, such as the use of 
teat plugs which dilate the milk duct, it is 
Important that every cattle owner acquaint 
himself with the subject and guard against 
such annoyances as a hard milking cow may 
bring about. 


GiVE ORCHARD ATTENTION 
GENERALLY SPEAKING, there Is too lit- 


.le attention given the orchard by most 


of us. Of course In the main apple growing 
sections where they have hundreds of acres 
in orchards, perhaps these receive the re- 
quired attention, as apple growing Is their 
principal occupation. 
But take the farmers 


upon an average who haven't more than ten 
or fifteen acres in an orchard—nine out of 
every ten neglect the orchard In some way. 
They seem to utilize all of their time In 
working other crops, which they think more 
Important; therefore the orchard receives 
little or no attention. Then they complain 
of their orchard not bearing and fruit of an 
inferior quality. 


SIPHONING OF WATER IN IRRIGATION 


• '

I 


T HAS been demonstrated to the entire 


satisfaction of the writer on the Twin 


Fnlls north side project that the siphoning of 
water for irrigation docs away with much 
of the continual worry and hard work inci- 
dent to watering new land. I do not know 
whether tnis method of watering has been 
tried to any great extent in other projects, 
but numerous ranchers on this project are 
using siphons quite extensively, and much 
to their benefit. 
, 
It Is quite a serious problem to handle 


the loose lava ash soil wo have to contend 
•with, and many systems of irrigating have 
been resorted to—^namely, lath boxes, gal- 
vanized tubes, sod, etc.. but the siphon meth- 
od seems to possess some very good advan- 
tages over the other methods. 


The 
method 
pursued in using these 


siphons is to use only one ditch, making the 
ditch of such a construction as to raise the 
water several Inches above the ground to be 
watered. The siphons consist of three-quar- 
ter-inch Iron pipe, about four or five feet 
long. The ends are slightly bent, and then 
the remainder bent over a wagon wheel, 
making them semi-cylindrical. 
A pipe Is 


used for each corrugation, and after the 
water Is once started through the tubes, the 
flow can easily be regulated by raising the 
end In the corrugation higher to give a less 
How, 
or lowering it again to give an In- 


creased flow. 


The one great advantage In this system 


Is the use of only one ditch. Land is not 
cut up by the use of sub ditches. Of course, 
this method means additional check boxes, 
'for It is necessary that the water be almost 
on a dead level In the ditches, and If the 
ground Is steep, many checks are necessary 
to accomplish the result of getting tho water 
on a dead level so that It will aHvays be at 
tho top of the ditch. This method of Irri- 
gating requires loss water. 
Ono can make 


use of every drop of water coming down a 
ditch, with a minimum amount of waste,. 
These pipes cost about 20 cents apiece in 
four-foot lengths, or $20 per hundred. There 
is a new device on the market at this time 
called the "Slphotube," made of canvas ami 
wipe, the canvas bcinR woven In between two 
coils of wire. The canvas Is treated in an 
flophaltum preparation. These tubes are be- 
ing made by Dr. F. E. Roach, 1203 Trude 
building, Chirago, and sell for $20 per hun- 
dred In four-foot lengths. These tubes are 
very light, and one can carry many more 
of them from place to place, than tho Ir-^n 
tubes. 
** 
The essential thing Is to have the ditches 


in the best of shape, and I find there la only * 


one satisfactory way to do It outside of using 
a Twentieth Century grader, and that is to 
plow several furrows with a turning plow 


THE VALUE OF THE SHOW RING

>HAT Is the use of showing your 


stock?" Is a common question asked 


any breeder Of good live stock who makes 
an> pretense of fitting and showing. 
The 


questioner sees and thinks of the time, care 
and feed used to make the show animals 
appear in presentable 
condition. 
Perhaps 


some farmer will tell you that he is unable 
to give such feed and attention to his stock 
as yours receive. He further adds that if 
he were fool enough to "monkey" with them 
that way his stock would be better than 
yours. A quite general Ignorance of the 
principles and practices of the show ring 
has led to much unmerited condemnation of 
the practice. 


Some of the purposes of the show ring 


are: 
educating the people, advertising, the 


fixing of breed standards and ideals, to give 
all possible incentives to improve the present 
productions. 


The first reason, that of educating the 


people, is the fundamental purpose of alt 
fairs. It matters not whether the fair be 
small or a national live stock show, the pur- 
pose remains the same. Amusement is com- 
bined with or furnished aside from the edu- 
cational features. These fairs show the peo- 
ple what is possible by intelligent breeding, 
feeding and handling of live stoclc The fair 
or live stock show brings some recognition 
and appreciation of the work of the live 
stock breeder from all classes of people. 


Advertising Is the Immediate and often 


the only reason for the appearance of a large, 
number of showmen. The show ring is more 
effective and far reaching than any other 
method of advertising. It riot oniy re:»e-.') 
the people who attend that particular show, 
and then get in -with a shovel and shovel the 
but, through reports given In the live stock 
loose dirt on the bank, building it up good 
and solid, and tramping it well, making the 
ditch bank five or six inches above the 
ground to be watered. With ditches in prop- 
er shape, and checks placed correctly to give 
an almost dead flow to the water, the ques- 
tion of starting the siphons is a very little 
matter. They can be started by filling with 
water, or a tube made to fit the end of the 
pipe, and sucking the water through the pipe 
to get It started. Under favorable conditions 
one ought to start 200 of these tubes in an 
hour's time. 


I have been so favorably impressed with 


the work these siphons have done for me 
this season that I Intend to Irrigate my en- 
tire acreage with them. I have 250 of them 
now in use, with a supply on the way. 
It 


would pay anyone to try this method where 
they have been experiencing trouble in han- 
dling loose soil.

In answer to the argument that feeding 


for show Is conducive to Infertility, I can 
say from some observation and considerable 
inquiry that this Is the case only in rare 
Instances. We occasionally note that some 
'Show cow or sow breeds only once or twice 
or not at all. No account is given of the 
working cows and sows that are In every 
'herd, who breed only once or twice and then 
jmust be butchered. I believe I am safe in 
saying that the percentage of infertility Is 
no greater among show stuff than it is among 
'those receiving common care. The present 
tendency of discouraging excessive fitting 
Will also reduce this evil considerably. 


It is not my purpose to give an exhaus- 
tive study of the value of the show ring. 
I only hope to show to the farmer and breed- 
er that the fitting and showing of all classes 
of pure-bred live stock do a great and last- 
ing good. The show ring- benefits the herd, it 
benefits the breeder and it benefits tha peo- 
ple at large. 


DIVERSIFIED FARMING 
PAYS 


CANADIAN FOREST RESERVE 


BY CONSUL FELIX S. S. JOHNSON. 


Kingston, 


fT»HE setting aside of the Kocky mountain 
-*- forest reserve has been one of the most 
Important advances in the industrial history 
of Canada's central west. 
It Is important 


from the point of -view of the future supply 
of timber and the preservation of the water 
powers with a steady and permanent water 
flow. Moreover, the regulation of the water 
of these streams so as to provide a steady 
flow througnout the year 13 of the utmost 
importance to the farms of the prairie prov- 
inces. Were the rivers to run short, the re- 
suiting lack of moisture in the soil would 
seriously interfere with the quantity of grain 
and other produce reaped from the fertile 
prairie. 


During the whole of the past summer 


(1910) two parties of the dominion forest 
department service were in the field mark- 
ing out the boundaries of tho reserve. Both 
these parties started Irom Calgary one 
worked south and succeeded In getting as 
far as the American boundary, while the 
other, working north, reached a point almost 
due west of Lacombe, Alberta. During the 
present summer the location of the boundary 
will be continued, and It is expected that 
the entire eastern boundary of the reserve. 
which extends some forty to flfty miles north 
of the latitude of Edmonton, will be deter- 
mined. 


The general principle governing the fixing 


of the boundary of too reserve was that 
only forest land should be Included, all land 
fit for farming (unless so small In area that 
U was not worth while to make the excep- 
tion) being excluded. Tho altitude or hcijiht 
of the country above sea level was ono oC ! 
the chief considerations in fixing the lino. It 
was found that a boundary fixed by the order 
in council by which the reserve was set 
apart was to a considerable extent unsuita- 
ble. It included only alpine country, a Jarge 
portion of which is above the tree limit and 
much of tho remainder unsuitable, as re- 
gards timber supply, for >cars 
to come.

T HAVE a two-horse farm on which I raise 
•*• pretty much everything. 
I mean stock 


raising, poultry, and, 
In 
short, everything 


that will grow on or from the soil, as I think 
that a farmer should raise them all if he 
only runs one plow. 


Before I went Into the dairy business 


manure was quite an item, so I decided one 
year to try a small field of six acres that had 
become very much run down and see if it 
would produce well by merely preparing it 
well and planting the right kinds of crops 
on it. This six acres had been in cotton for 
some years and had made not quite two 
bales per acre. The fall I took it in hand I 
planted it In wheat In November. I cut this 
wheat the first of May for hay. The crop 
wag very poor, hardly paid for the work. I 
immediately broke It up and sowed it in peas 
and cane. When this crop was cut I sowed 
it down to wheat again and then to peas and 
cane. This was repeated for four successive 
years, and the crop gradually increased until 
at the end of the fourth year I made at least 
four timea as much on both hay 
crops. 


After making eight crops of hay 
In 
four 


years I decided to plant thi« rntch in corn 
for my silo. Up to this lime uus Kind has 
not been fertilized at all except in a few thin 
places, where I put a little manure to make 
the field alike. 
v_ 


It was planted May 20, with 150 pounds of 


high-grade manure to the acre, four feet 
rows, three grains to the 
hill. 
eighteen 


Inches apart. The land had been well pre- 
pared and had plenty of moisture. A few 
days after this corn had been planted one 
of my neighbors came by and told mu I had 
a fine stand of corn. I wao surprised, as I 
had been by the field the afternoon before 
and did not see a hill up. 


I went up at once to see for myself, and 


to my amazement It looked as if every hill 
In the field was up. I thought of the fellow 
who said his corn was two Inches hiprh when 
it came up, and though this corn might not 
have been two inches when it came up. it 
certainly looked that way the morning after. 
When this corn was two weeks old I ran 
over it with a weeder, then plowed it twice. 
"We had plenty of rain, and that Held of 
corn was a show. 
It ws Mexican June 


corn and averaged fifteen feet high, but 
what pleased me most in this corn was tha 
yield. 
After filling a sixty-ton silo I went 


over the field and found T had only cut half 
of It, so it must have made at least twenty 
tons to the acre. 


I believe this crop was Cie entirely to the 


peas planted on tho land, and if every farm- 
er would have his tenants plant one-half 
their farm every year in grain followed by 
peas and the other half in cultivated crops 
changing tho land each year, the tenant 


would make more money and the owner's 
land would Improve. 


To illustrate what

will do, I will give you the proceeds of my 
two-horse farm for the year 1908. The first 
thing- gathered was pat hay. of which there 
were.

LIME ON THE SOIL 


THHE effects of lime on the soil may be 
-*- 
classed under two heads—chemical and 


physical. 
The chemical effects In the soil 


are numerous; the most prominent is that of 
neutralizing the free acids, which always 
occur in varying quantities in our soils. 
It 


also acts on the Insoluble plant food and 
makes it possible for plants to obtain food 
which they could otherwise not take up. The 
most marked physical effect observed is when 
lime is appHed to a heavy clay loam. 
It 


makes a clay soil more open, porous and 
friable. 
This condition Is brought about by 


the peculiar property which lime has of caus- 
ing the fine particles of earth to coagulate 
together like a bunch of grapes and thereby 
put the soil in a granular condition, which 
permits of more air being present and better 
drainage.
